Sncci-ngful Work of .-.n Incendiary. 


At 2:12 o'clock this morning Night 


Officer Ed. Smith, of tho west side foroe) 
struck a fire alarm on the bell at the 
west side engine house, and at about the 
same time Night Officer P, MoGinley, ot 
the east side force, aroused tho boys at 
tho east sido house. The fire department 
responded in double quick time, and 
with all tho fire apparatus, hurried 
towards Monterey, the direction of the 
fire, which when first discovered by 
Officers Smith and McOrinloy.illnminated 
the entire city.

Chinese folk loro preaonta a subject both 


rich and variod. 
Much of it is connected 


with idolatry, but ill ovory district are found 
legends and traditions peculiar to the placo, 
with habits and customs corresponding. 
They havo groat dread of unlucky words, 
and on curtain days cannot bo induced to pro- 
nouuco tho word for "monkey," and arc 
careful to avoid all direct mention of death. 
They will say a man "has passed from tho 
body" or "has passod from the world" or has 
gone to hoavou," but dialiko to say plainly 
ho is doad. Tho proper word for "coffln" ' 
studiously avoided and tho ouphonym "long- 
evity boards" usod. You may look in va!n 
for a coflin Bkop in plain words, but places 
for tho miiiiuCacturo of "long lifo boards" 
aro numerous. 


Thoir dread of unlucky vorJc Is somti- 


tiuios utilized. A certain family wore grontly 
annoyed by crowds of Chinese mon who 
would cathor on im elevated platform over- 
looking tuoir enclosure ani Btaro at thorn. 
Bnmoiistranco was useless. So ono o£ the 
gentlemen bflthought liimsolf of this super- 
stition and posted up an unlucky word in a 
conspicuous position on the sido ot his house 
whoro it was sure to moot their oye». Tho 
ollect was magical. The mon disappeared 
immediately and no further annoyiinco oc- 
cr.rrod. Thoy aro firm believers in signs 
and portents. A comet prosagos -war, and as 
fitril'o ia always going on in floiuo part o£ the 
broad oropiro thoy always seo this sign ful- 
filled. 


Eclipsos aro caused by a dragon devouring 


the sun or moon, and conga aro bontan 
fu- 


riously to drivo him nivay. The breaking 
of a mirror indicates Reparation from one's 
wile, and tho destruction o£ an oil jar po'r- 
tonds oven worse ovils. Before sitting do\vn 
tlioy always fan tho beat in tho belief that il 
you sit down while it is still -warm you will 
fall out with tho last sitter. 
Sudden snooz- 


ing Indicates that some ono is talking ill ol 
you. 
Mirrors of a certain kind are said to 


foreshadow thu future, and jewels havo been 
exhibited for a tow cash in which his future 
was depicted to each observer in the shape 
of a beggar, a mandarin, u merchant, 
some other character.

others are sot in. This is to chock tho prog- 
ress of tho spirits. Corner 
houses 
are 


avoided because their position affords such 
facility for the ovil spirits to sweep around 
them. A sharp roof indicates that only a 
barber shop will prosper opposite. The on- 
tranco to a house is novor direct. A.screen 
in front necessitating a turn to tho right or 
left, and tho arrangement of tho open court 
inside, with its flowers nad stands, shows a 
circuitous puth to the Inner apartment*. 


Tho homo of tho dragon is In tho water, in 


whose winding course ho delights. Tracing 
tho water to iw source wo come to the moot- 
ing place of tho dragons—tho fountain-head 
of tho influences that control human destiny; 
hooco over tho gales ot many villages may 
bo soen tho words "Ui-Lung," "mooting ol! 
dragons," indicating tho propitious site oi 
tho town. Tbo dragon is all-important. H« 
has power to give prosperity to the land, to 
bring glory to the king and honor to tho 
sago, and is tho symbol of all superiority 
and success in social, political and moral 
alCairs. Hence it appears that the water- 
courses as tho hauntfl of dragons are of the 
first importance, their source, direction 0" 
conjunction -vritn each other, and tho in- 
fluences resulting, being determined by 
tho goomanccr's compass.
